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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's preliminary amendment filed on 1 1 July 2003 is acknowledged and entered. 
Following the amendment, the original claims 1-36 are canceled, and the new claims 37-64 are 
amended. 

Currently, claims 37-64 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 37-61, drawn to a method for reducing TF levels to treat cancer with an 
antibody to TF, classified in class 424, subclass 158.1.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are drawn to independent methods, wherein each of the methods has 
different process steps, additional different active ingredients, different starting and ending 
points, and is for a different purpose, such that they require separate searches. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and/or recognized divergent 
subject matters, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
